The reason is simple. Hunt 
and other producers get two 
dollars per thousand cubic 
feet of the colorless, odorless 
gas they sell within the state 
where it is produced. But an 
artificial 51-cent ceiling has 
been imposed by the federal 
government for the same 
amount transported over a 
state line. 
The Ford administration is 
proposing lifting controls on 
interstate gas prices, to 
prevent shortages and save 
jobs of workers in factories 
that may close if gas sup­ 
plies run out. The President 
faces a tough battle getting 
Congressional approval. 
Coal 
Coal could be in short 
supply 
because 
of 
a 
wildcat miners strike that 
cost 
the industry eight 
million tons of unmined coal 
and shut down coal pits in at 
least eight states. Most of the 
60,000 miners that walked 
picket lines have returned to 
work, but the strike ate into 
surplus supplies and split the 
loyalty 
of 
rank-and-file 
members of the powerful 
United Mines Workers. 
More than 65 per cent of 
the bituminous coal mined is 
sold to electric utilities. 
which in turn produce power 
for homes and industries. 
“The stockpile has been 
reduced to about 95 days for 
electrical utilities,” said 
Herb Foster, vice president. , 
public relations for the 
National Coal Association. 
“That s less than we’d like, 
but it's not dangerous." 
Heating Oil 
If there is a bright side to 
the winter energy outlook it 
is in the home heating oil 
industry. Three giant oil 
suppliers - 
Exxon, Mobil 
and Gulf Oil — say they 
expect no trouble supplying 
residential and commerical 
customers.

brilliant band leaders have

disappeared, 
replaced 
by 
screaming 
amplified 
guitars 
and 
bawling groups of bearded 
young 
men 
in 
denim 
costumes. 
Lamentably. 
Streisand. 
Olivia 
Newton-John and 
Helen Reddy just don’t put it 
together with the same 
feminine romanticism of 
that earlier sorority who 
would have looked on Bette 
Midler aghast 
A h. but Helen O’Connell, 
perhaps the best of them all, 
can still be heard 
Remember her renditions 
ol “ Green Eyes.' 
“ All of 
M e ,” 
“ T a n g e r in e ,” 
“ Am apola.” 
and 
“ I 
Remember You” ? She was 
the* star of Jim m y Dorsey's 
band. 
Helen, in better voice than 
ever, plays some ‘200 one- 
night stands a year. In the

alone, 
c a f r y i n g 
m u s i c a l 
arrangments with her 
She s still blonde, dimpled 
and. well, entrancing So she

The 
years have enhanced her 
charm 
“ I did so much traveling I 
wanted my 
daughters 
to 
grow up in the security of a 
permanent home,” she said. 
“ So I ve lived in the same 
house here in Brentwood for 
more than 28 years. 
"Three of my girls are 
married and out on their own 
now 
I'm 
a 
single 
lady 
myself. 
“ When I go on the road I 
pass out my arrangements 
to the orchestra, which 
varies from three pieces to

We have a

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Canonization Slated For American 


By P E T E R J.SH AW 
VATICAN C ITY (U P I) — 
The late Pope John X X III 
called Mother Elizabeth Ann 
Bayley Seton “ the flower of 
American piety.” 
A Vatican sainthood inves­ 
tigator seeking gaps in the 
purity of her thoughts and 
deeds found none. He also 
judged her “ a true physical 
beauty 
unmarred 
by 
vanity.” 
Mother Seton, whom Pope 
Paul V I on Sept. 14 will 
canonize as America’s first 
native-born 
saint, 
saw 
herself this way: 
“ If I were a man, I would 
walk in Xavier’s footsteps. 
The abyss of the sea and the 
expanded sky would be well 
explored.” 
Like St. Francis Xavier, 
the first Jesuit missionary. 
Mother Seton left significant 
footprints. She founded the 
Sisters of Charity, the first 
American order of Roman 
Catholic nuns, and pioneered 
the U.S. 
parochial school 
system and Catholic or­ 
phanages. 
The morning canonization 
ceremony that climaxes a 
93-year sainthood drive by 
Mother Seton's order was 
planned originally for inside 
St Peter’s Basilica. Vatican 
officials decided to hold it in 
St. Peter’s Square so all the 
expected 
15,000 
or 
more 
Americans requesting seats 
can witness the two-hour 
procedure in comfort 
Five U.S. cardinals, more 
than 
500 
priests 
and 
80 
bishops 
from 
the 
United 
States and Canada and about 
1.000 of the 8.000 Sisters of 
Charity are scheduled to be 
present. Vatican officials 
said that if the weather is 
good upwards of 100,000 
persons might 
attend the 
canonization, the third of six 
during the 1975 Holy Year 
Pope Paul has eliminated 
much 
of 
the 
ancient 
p a g e a n t r y 
f r o rn 
canonizations, leaving only a 
papal mass, the reading of 
the sainthood decree and a 
homily. 
In Emittsburg. Maryland, 
where Mother Seton founded 
her order, thousands of pil­ 
grims are expected to attend 
concelebrated 
masses 
throughout the day. 
Although she will be the 
first native-born U.S. saint. 
Mother Seton was preceded 
into the 
Bornan 
Catholic 
pantheon by Mother Frances 
Xavier Cabrini, an Italian- 
born naturalized American 
canonized in 1947. 
Elizabeth Ann Bayley was 
horn 
into 
a 
socially 
prominent New York City 
family two years before the 
Declaration 
of 
Indepen­ 
dence 
Raised a devout 
Episcopalian, she was 
19 
when she married 26-year- 
old 
W illiam 
Seton, 
a 
Protestant with a thriving 
shipping 
and 
importing 
business. She bore him three 
daughters and two sons. 
In 
1803 
the 
shipping 
business slumped because of 
the war between France and 
Britain. 
W illiam 
Seton 
developed 
tuberculosis 
Doctors 
suggested 
a 
sea 
voyage and the Setons with 
their eldest child Ann sailed 
to visit two Italian friends. 
Antonio and Filippo Filicchi. 
in Leghorn, Italy. 
The landing in Italy was 
delayed for nearly a month 
by a quarantine because a 
yellow fever epidemic was 
raging in the United States. 
William 
Seton’s 
illness 
worsened quickly and 
he 
died a week after finally 
going ashore. 
Mrs. Seton, then 30, was 
overcome with grief 
The 
Filicchi brothers tried 
to 
comfort her and took her to 
Florence, where she became 
interested in Roman Cath­ 
olicism. She returned to New 
York with Ann four months 
later, still an Episcopalian, 
but on 
M arch 
14, 
1805, 
became a Catholic. 
All but disowned by her 
family and nearly penniless, 
she moved to Baltimore and 
with clerical encouragement 
founded a school in nearby 
Emittsburg which developed 
into the order of the Sisters 
of Charity. She remained the 
order’s superior until she 
died in Baltimore, age 47, on 
Jan 4, 1821. 
Her cause for sainthood 
was not launched until 61 
years later and it took the 
Vatican until 1936 to probe 
the most intimate details of 
her life for flaws and to 
decide she could be con­ 
sidered for sainthood. 
Then came the proof of 
medical miracles, the next 
hurdle that most would-be 
saints never clear. The 


Vatican demands evidence, 
exhaustively challenged, of 
a person's recovery from a 
hopeless 
illness 
after 
prayers have been offered to 
the sainthood candidate. 
Tw'o 
accepted 
miracles, 
the 1952 recovery of a 15- 
vear-old Baltimore girl from 
acute lymphatic leukemia, 
and the 1933 recovery of a 
New 
Orleans 
nun 
from 
term inal 
cancer of 
the

Leaf Miner Viewed 


Gardeners hoping for a 
bountiful harvest of fall 
vegetables should keep a 
close watch for a tiny insect 
pest that 
can 
severely 
reduce yields. 
The little critter is the leaf 
miner, which is a larva or 
worm of a small fly, points 
out James R. Risinger, 
Collin County Agent for the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Extension Service. 
The flies lay their eggs 
between the upper and lower 
surfaces of plant leaves and 
the tiny flattened worms 
that hatch, tunnel through 
the leaves, destroying plant 
tissue along the way. Leaf 
miner damage can easily be 
recognized by the winding 
trails that the pests make in 
plant leaves. As the larvae 
grow, the trails become 
wider. 


Risinger notes that leaf 
miners interfere with plant 
growth by weakening the 
leaves. The tiny pests reduce 
the yields of many crops 
such 
as 
beans, 
peas, 
cucumbers, 
squash 
and 
peppers, and damage to such 
leafy vegetables as spinach 
and mustard often makes 
these unfit to eat. 
Leaf 
miners are 
often 
difficult to control, he ex­ 
plained, and may require 
three to four applications of 
an insecticide applied at 
weekly 
intervals. 
Recom­ 
mended insecticides include 
malathion, 
diazinon, 
dimethoate and naled. 
The county 
agent 
also 
advises checking the labels 
of these various insecticides 
to determine on which crops 
they can be used safely and 
the number of days from last 


application to harvest. 
Where leaf miner 
in­ 
festations are light, a simple 
solution may be to pick off 
the infested leaves or to 
mash 
the larvae in 
the 
leaves. 
High quality vegetables 
can be produced in 
fall 
gardens, but careful at­ 
tention must be given to 
insect and disease control 
just as with spring gardens.

For the Aging

NEW YORK (UPI) — We 


I often refer to the older years 
as the “golden years.” That 
they are 
not. 
They 
are 
I “ frightening and d istu r­ 
bing” years for all too many 
in the nation’s population, 
says New York City’s first 
Commissioner for the Aging. 
Alice Brophy says it’s high 
time 
society 
reset 
its 
priorities in dealing with 
what by the year 2000 is 
expected to be 15 per cent of 
the U.S. population. 
“ Our whole society is 
geared to extend life,” she 
said, but the result is “ more 
quantity, not quality of 
living 
More people are 
living to old age, but I don’t 
know how ripe it is. The aged 
are moving into a society 
that rejects them They feel 
useless, without value.” 
The commissioner, who's 
been working with the aged 
for 30 years, said she is 
“absolutely opposed” to the 
mandatory retirement age 
of 65 
that 
pervades 
the 
business 
and 
industrial 
communities. 
“I’m appalled when I hear 
even 55 being discussed,” 
she said. 
“Society’s attitude is that 
if you’re over 65, you’re 
through in the labor market 
But what do you do if you’ve 
reached 65 and still feel 
productive'’ 
“I hold that people should 
have the option to create 
their own setting, their own 
job status 
Yet here I am 
talking about problems of 
the aged, not the joys and 
pleasures.” 
C om m issioner 
Brophy 
became 65 in March and has 
no intention of retiring 
“ I accept aging as part of 
the dignity, experience and 
maturity of life,” she said 
There 
are 
22 
million 
Americans over 65 today, 
and by the year 2000 we can 
expect 33 million, said the 
commissioner, who also is 
head of the Urban Elderly 
Coalition, a national group 
with

Miss Brophy. in an in­ 
terview, said her “ ideal” 
program nationally for the 
elderly would embrace three 
major points: 
The main problem is

It would have to 
vary,of course, from region 
to region Poverty is not one

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, I know that communication is 
so important between a teacher and her pupils as well as 
between parents and children in general, But, what can I 
actually do to accomplish this? 


DEAR READER, I agree. 
The concept of “com­ 
munication” is a nice one to ponder philosophically. This is 
of little value on a day-to-day basis, however, unless such a 
concept is translated into actual behavior. 


In the beginning, communication depends on knowing the 
impact of your words on the ears which hear them. It further 
requires the prevention of the damage that can be done to a 
child if your mode of communicating is poor or improper 
Words are powerful tools. As inadequate as they are at times 
to express what we mean, they still can do almost anything 
that we can do physically. 


Words can love, hate, hurt, heal, destroy, injure, label, 
direct, demote, promote, scare, and much, much more. As a 
teacher, learn to take stock of what you say. Omit messages 
to the child that may cause him to feel enraged, guilty, or 
just plain stupid. 


Practice phrasing what you say in such a way as to reduce 
resistance and invite cooperation. Realize also, that to the 
very concrete world of the child, all messages from you are 
taken very personally, and may be seen as having a direct 
consequence in his life. 


Consider avoiding questions that begin with “ why” when 
trying to talk with a child. The word “ why” has come to 
mean more than just historical inquiry. In many cases, it 
stands for rebuke, criticism and displeasure. “ Why are you 
so selfish V ’ “ Why can’t you be good?,” “ Why can’t you be 
like other kids0,” “Why are you so slow?,” and “ Why did 
you forget what I told you?,” are examples of this ineffective 
form of communicating 


Avoid harmful questions such as those which only tend to 
provoke lies and defensive attitudes on the part of the child. 
Do not ask questions for which you already know the answer 
The result is often more than you bargained for, and ac­ 
complishes little. 
Respond to your students directly and undramatically. 
The more realistic and helpful, the better will be the results. 
Respect the child at all times, and let him develop respon­ 
sibility for himself.

Shape into 
balls. Sprinkle large baking sheet with cornmeal. Place 
dough balls on Cornmeal, ("over; let rise in warm place until 
doubled, about 45 minutes. 
Bake in warm moderate oven(350 degrees) 50-60 minutes 
or until done. Remove from pan and cool on wire rack. 
Serve sliced homemade pumpernickel bread with canned 
ham, turkey or chicken salad sandwich spreads. 


Cranberry Bread 


2 tablespoons shortening 
2 cups flour 
1 cup sugar

>5 to 75 minutes or until wooden pick inserted in center 
comes out clean. 
Holiday Banana Bread 


I egg 
I cup sugar 
4 cup shortening 
3 ripe bananas, mashed 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
2 cups flour 
I teaspoon baking soda 
4* cup chopped dates 
4 cup chopped maraschino cherries (red and green) 
4 cup chopped nuts 
In large bowl, beat eggs, sugar, shortening, bananas and 
vanilla until smooth. Sift flour and soda together and blend 
into banana mixture. Stir in remaining ingredients. Pour 
batter into greased and floured 9x5x3 inch pans or I fluted 
tube pan (4 cup capacity) plus I small loaf pan.

Divide mixture and put on top of bananas in pie shell I can 
blueberry pie filling and spread on top of mixture.

Mix 
together flour, soda, salt, cinnamon and lemon rind; blend 
into creamed mixture. Stir in nuts. Make one of the 
following: 


Coffee Cake: Turn into greased 9-inch square baking pan. 
Bake in 350 degree oven 40 minutes, until cake tester in­ 
serted in center comes out clean. Slice 2 bananas over top 
and sprinkle with a topping of 4 cup packed brown sugar 
mixed with 2 tablespoons butter, or margarine, melted, and 
4 cup flaked coconut. Broil 2 minutes or until topping is 
bubbly and lightly browned. 


Loaf: Turn into greased 9 x 5 x 3-inch loaf pan. Bake in 350 
degree oven 55 minutes.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Please help me. A glass of that drink 
children like to make by adding water to a flavored powder 
(this was cherry flavored) was spilled on our gold tweed 
indoor-outdoor carpet. I have tried everything from sham­ 
poo to ammonia to baking soda to spot remover and nothing 
worked. I would really appreciate some help as this has me 
stumped. — MRS B Y. 
DEAR MRS. B. Y. — Spots and stains on indoor-outdoor 
carpet should be treated promptly and before the spot has 
time to dry and set. Blot up excess liquid on a clean white 
cloth or sponge. For stains made by foodstuffs such as soft 
drinks, alcoholic beverages, candy and pet accidents apply 
a detergent-vinegar solution and dry carpet. Repeat ti 
necessary. The solution is made with one teaspoon white 
vinegar, one teaspoon of a detergent such as used for fine 
fabrics mixed in a quart of warm water. Remember this is 
for the future as I am afraid your stain may be set by now
